'r The lieutenant governor is quoted 
as saying that he had no apologies 
to make, that sympathy for hsi> grief- 
stricken and aged mother was the 
inspiration for granting the pardon. 
And certainly, it would seem a strange 
sort of man Who would resist such a 
temptation. 


But what of the thousands of men 


who have&been sent to prison leaving 
"grief-stricken and aged mothers" be- 
hind- Why should they(pay because 
they did not have the good fortune 
to be the brother of an executive? 


The incident 
makes' plain that 


blood relationship should at all times 
bar a chief executive from the right 
to pardon any person whom the courts 
have convicted. If such is not the law' 
it should be. i History may relate many 
instances where:-fathers {have sent 
their sons to death, as ttw-Uaw de- 
manded, and brothers havei.condemn- 
ed brothers to-prison sentences, but

But the Whole question "of pardon 


power seems to need reviving; that 1* 
insofar as it applies to the office o 
lieutenant governor. Arkansas has 
seen far too many *nenvfr«ed, wMe 
the governor Was out of the staU to 
allow such impositions to be contin* 
ued. It may be true that,' as Blr 
Coolidge would say, th£ guilt is per- 
sonal, and the principle • right, bjjt 
there should be some legal restrain! 
which would prevent indiscriminate 
issuance at pardons. Just what form 
it should take is for our political lead- 
ers to determine.—Arkansas Democrat
